The railways \\o\A the key to every 
jihasc of development in the Cana- 
dian West. Such was the opiti'on o 
the speakers at the mrot'ns of thi 
Political Economy Chili last night. 
The subject of the evening, "The 
33conom'.e Development of the Cana- 
dian North-West" vas treated in two 
papers. Riven by Seymour E'.Ktn and 
a;. K. Martin. The first speaker show- 
ed agricultural development to 1< 
Mcpcmlcnt on Hie railways, while the 
second proved the same to he true of 
m ncrnl development. 

Elkin concentrated particularly on 
•the Trace lliver country describing 
very graphically tremendous possi- 
bilities of this territory. He gave 
very interesting extracts from statis- 
tics and observatory to show that 
this district is now going through 
Just such a process oÇ development 
u:; was experienced by the Prn'rie 
provinces in the decade before the 
War. The speaker wont on to ex- 
plain how the future of this territory 
Appends entirely upon transportation 
facilities. He was of the opinion 
that her needs eou'd best be satis 
fed by the two railways than by a 
system of joint ownership as decided 
■by Parliament. 

Martin's pspcr dealt with the open- 
ing up o; the mineral wealth of the 
country with special references to 
the Fiin I'ldn mining area and the 
Turner Valley oil f'cld. lie also 
spoke of the potent'al power of the 
bltumcnous sand deposits in Alberta 
and described the Consolidated 
pliers plans .In Urit-isIu-Celuiabla. 
in speaking of the Turner Ya*ey 
field Martin traced ful'y cil the steps 
neeeE3ary to produce the refined oil. 
and gave a general description of the 
d'stxict with it? peculiarities.

The fact that the universe move- 
about the sun instead of Hie earth as 
wns formerly thought to bo the case, 
was revealed by Copernicus in 1433, 
according to Dr. A. V. Douglas, •who 
delivered an interesting lecture to a 
crowded but appreciative audience at 
the Mechanics Institute last night, on 
"Te'cseopes and the Universe They

Egyptians and Arabs could foretell 
eclipses for centuries before this, but 
it .was not until 1433 that this dis- 
covery which revolutionized astron- 
omy, and which led investigators to 
the modern lino of . thought was

The next great advance in this 
science was mad; by Galileo's in- 
vention of the telescope in the year 
ïîi'i. This instrument, which is now 
in '.he Museum ot Ancient Instru- 
ments at Florence, consisted of two 
ground lenses pla .-ed in a tube and 
a short distance apart. By means of 
this instrument, Galileo scaled many 
disputes including the sùstai)ci» of the 
milky way, that of a mass ot stars in 
clusters.

Every three years there id an In- 
ternationa! Congress of Physiology.

Newton's Telescope 
Progress after, Galileo was very 
gradual, and I'. was not until lli<2 
that the greatest of all genius; s, ii'.r 
Isaac Newton, invented a telescope, 
employing concave mirrprà 'in the 
place ot the ground lenses which dis- 
torted the image resulting In inaccu- 
rate observations. Newton's instru- 
ment, which is now the proud posses- 
sion of the Royal Society of Hondon. 
contained mirrors only one inch in 
diameter. 

Jn 1672 Newton was elected '.o a 
fellowship of the Royal Society of 
London when he established an ob- 
servai ory at Greenwich. 

The "next astronomer of importance 
v.Ka Sir Win. Hcrschcl who began 
ibis career as an organist and who 
look up the study of tho heavens as 
a. hobby, but he soon became co ab- 
sorbed In this study, that he soon for- 
get ills musical training and gave his 
full time to a.stronomy. He discovered 
Sir! us in 17S1 with hia new Newtonian 
telescope witji mirrors two feet in 
diameter attempted lo construct a 
tdescopc wllh mirrors of four feci 
d'aineter, but wis unsuccessful be- 
cause of the effect of slight changes 
in temperature on a large surface,

H was llito most oollogo noWspiipcr gftloes III 
that the air was always blue with siiiolto, and Ihe floor an liidbscrllmblq 
litter ot waste paper. The walls, however, bore a mil. pi" decoration In tho 
form of a nirr.c of pasted cuttings from tho press, the liamlwarU or an In- 
genious member of tho miff, who, by ourlons combinations of headlines, 
bad made the authors express what was certainly not In their minds when 
ihoso head- lines wcro planned. « 

Over this sanctuary there brooded, In my early days as an undergrad- 
uate, the spirit of a strange and enlgmntlo being— Iho great II. I!. To us 
reporters, bringing In our allotted material and seizing tho opportunity to 
snurc for a while the ntmosphero of Ihc holy of hollos, ll.lt. was tho pally 
incarnate, lie was always there, always know who we were ami what wo 
had been sent out for, and always could show us how pitiably remiss wo 
had been In gathering the Information. Ills head was a repository of userul 
knowledge concerning personages about the university, their probable oc- 
cupations at any hour of tho day, (heir correct Initials and degrees, and 
the part they had played In the history of McOIII. No one ever caught II.lt. 
in a mistake. It could not be done. If ono of us had ever seen ll.lt. Tall Into 
an error of fact he would have refused to have believed his eyes, 

I can picture him now, slouched down In his chair, and cïad lu a railed 
coal sweater that had oneo been red and white, with n cigarette eternally 
dangling from his scornful lips, and his cold eyes scïowçd up nsalnst the 
smoke. Around him tho noises of Ihe office (and it was noisy, all the time:) 
swirled without disturbing lii^s Olympian calm. Ills mind was fixed upon 
one object, the bringing out of tomorrow's Issue, and nothing was allowed 
to shake or divert it from that purpose, lie wrote well, in a. brief, "stripped" 
style, but took no great pride in his literary aùath'mciils. News w:, s his 
meat and drink, anil a scoop his keenest joy. 

Associated with him at that lime was his successor. in the editorial chair. 
Tills was T.J., the kindly and whimsical Inventor of '.'Quips', whioh was 
our humorous column for many years. Under his regime tlio Dally office 
heeamo more of a social centre than It hail been. Cur 'work tl had been 
promoted to a news editorship, and very proud I was of II, too) was now 
delayed by the presence of a group of augmented and- jocose low students, 
who spent hours of their presumably precious time In discussing with T.J. 
every subject under the sun, and not a few that should never have seen it, 
to • tho> Immense edification and sometimes the awe of their juniors. If.'R,, 
who had advanced- to the post of president, would join In their talk now and 
again, but he w as never the man for unending chatter. And often ho would 
withdraw to his room, mysteriously situate in ..the! upper regions of tho 
building, -while the roar of the aimless and provocative conversation went 
on below, punctuated by tho machine-gun splutter of T..!.'s . typewriter as 
ho composed. Heaven knows how, bis nightly editorial. 

There was, too, a managing editor, whose habit ,oC cramming the top

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ARE WE SPOILED 

TAT I THIN the last half-century, the world has seen the birth 
** and development of many inventions, the fruits of the 
work, for the most part, of some small number of geniuses. The 
affairs of industry have progressed, the wheels of commerce 
have turned more and more quickly, and life, for those who are 
fortunate enough to possess a good share of the world's goods, 
has become a prosperous one. 

These benefits we have come to take as granted; they are 
.enveloped, to the mind's eye, with a haze of familiarity; and 
some philosophers have begun to wonder whether we really 
•appreciate such material aids to life, and whether we are suf- 
ficiently conscientious in our guardianship of them. 

People have a way, comfortable at the time, but sometimes 
:iitiaslrous in the end, of letting things take care of themselves, 
•jo long as the immediate moment is attended to, the more or 
Jess hazy future is allowed to be neglected. 

This attitude may be all very well so long a.-; we care only 
lor ourselves. But what of future generations ! If we assume 
the position that we are only the present tenants of tin: world, 
and that it is our duty to pass it along in better condition than 
it was when we received it, we must take to ourselves a moral 
responsibility to make life happier and better for our children. 

It is an axiom of practical education that a child, if he is 
not to be spoiled, must be taught, to utilize his possibilities for 
others as well as for himself. And this applies' also to people in 
general, to ourselves. Are we employing our material and moral 
assets to the best advantage of all, to the benefit of the future 
citizens of the world as well as to ourselves? Or are we spoiled? 

This query may .seem to some people to be one of impertin- 
ence, but to those who are not afraid to look ahead or around 
them, it is still a vital, and an open, question.
